ON THE. ‘LONDON EXCHANGE. 
LONDON, April 21.—With the exception 
of American securities, which continued to 
be buoyant, the promised increase of activ- 
ity on the Stock Exchange following the 





budget announcement was mostly unreal- 
ived. The effect of the budget was large- 
ly discounted by careful operators. The 
coal and sugar duties had been considered 
inevitable, and brokers are thankful that 


they are no worse. The only appreciable 
effect of the announcement of the budget 
was that some operators sold consols down 
to {\%, which is the lowest price since 1891. 
This low point brought in a number of buy- 
ers, and there was consequently some re- 
covery, at a net loss of only five-eighths. 

The prospectus of the new loan is ex- 
pected in a day or two. The price will 
probably be 5%, with a discount off. Some 
speculative contracts have already been 
made at a premium, whatever the an- 
nounced price may be. 

During the week home rails were nearly 
all down one-half to 2 per cent., but deal- 
ings therein were limited. Foreign Gov- 
ernment bonds were moderately active, and 


there wus some buying for Continental ac- 
count of Brazilian bonds.
